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Dear Paul, 

Your 7/l4 with enclosures arrived this morni n g and I halt other things to answer it 
immediately. I begin with an explanations I am unwell. I do not know exactly what it is, 
and it may not be permanent, but it is a serious impariment of my productivity, will require 
some time isolating and trating, and enforces certain inhibitions. Immediately, it means I 
should not use my hot office when the rest of the house is air conditioned. So, with the 
luxury of an excellent portable never-before-used, tahnks to the damage inflicted on my 
then-new machine when intercepted as I was leaving Mpls after a fruitful visit there more 
than a year ago, I am doing what work I can i.. the living room, out of the office. This means 
itis unwise for me to stay there and pore through files to get the answers to the questions 
you begin with. When I can I will. This will require a cool day and time. The effect of whatever 
this is is that I have great difficulty in breathing, get very unsteady, etc. I*ve been to 
the local hospital twice on an emergency basis in the past two weeks, the latest last night, 
when I was scared by the way I felt. However, as a consequence of last night and my own estimate 
of the treatment, I have concluded that it is nervous in origin, that despite feeling more 
relaxed than I can recall in recent months, I am he suffering from anxiety or something 
similar. I have an appointment next week at the medical coop of which v/efve been members 
since before WWII. I asked for a complete examination and the doctor I’ll see will determine 
if, in his opinion, it is necessary. Aside from this, believe me, I feel fine. I feel my 
recent work has been successful, in some areas beyond expectation. Yet I cannot ignore that 
wehave had a set of tensions I think none of you can grasp, even academically, and that this 
comes at the time the major part ofnmy indebtedness, over $20,000, fell due- and at a time 
we could not meet it, didn't even have the cash for the interest due. We did raise that and 
I was able to renegotiate (at 25/ higher interest!), but this may, without my recognition 
of it, have been the starw that... 

When I try and do as much as I do, one of the things I often let slide is rereading what 
I type. With typing as bad as mine, that is an awful thing to do. But I feel that with people 
like you and gary, while it may take a part of a second t2> look at a word that doesn't make 
sense, you immediately grass what I meant. Nonetheless, the opportunity for error and mis- 
speaking here is great. * 

In somecases redundantly, I make these geberal comments about the Lifton matter, and in 
an enclose I'll probably return to it specifically. I have no doubts, never had any doubts, 
about the personal integrity of Hal, you or Jim. I also have no doubts that, despite the shock 
(to me on discovery) dishonesty that today permeates academic research and write, each of you 
intends only honorably with me. The problem arises in several ways: too often when my material 
has been used by others, before I did and after, it has been misused. They didn't understand 
it. In some cases a wrong answer was officially prepared in advance. It has really happened. 
There are some non-publishing uses 1 intend, ou must he aware of the groundwxork I have laid fo] 
some of this in the future. And there is what I do not want, the edge being taken off of a lot 

ot hard work by sensational out-of-context use and misuse, which has also happened. I do not 

deny that with the debt I have accuirulated in this work, I very much want to preserve what I 
have done because it is the only way possible for me to repay this debt, by capitalizing what I 
regard as mine. At kome point the climate can chhnge. What now is of no interest may become 
of commercial interest. So, there is no telling what can be of value when. But, when 1 have 
gone without income for more than five years to do what I do, and have this enormous debt, 
just under $40,000, I hope you can understand my unwillingness for anything mine to he used 
without authorization by others. And, my files are fill of cases where I did give such data, 
with permission to use, to others when I believe it would materially helpt their work, ^-his 
includes some of the people recently quoted to Gary as defaming me for exactly the opposite, 
as he can confirm to you. For example, in your 7/l4 to Gary, you refer to "the Lifton-New- 
comb-Weisberg &c feuding". This is an innacurate expression. I did none of the feuding. I 
ingnored it for the longest time, save in speaking to you people about some f>f the prior things 

lifton had done a nd then in the context not of not having anything to do with him but rather on 

being extremely careful with him and never mentioning anjcbof may materials to him. Gary will 
confirm that when this campaign was really directed against him, I kept telling hi., to ignore 
it, not to waste time on it, for the longest time. It was not until Dave gave Gary the direct 
challenge to confront me with his spmtious charges and when G ary ' s personal integrity was 

-t-ina-h T took time for looking anything up. I then made photocopies of what was relevant 
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You well know this is an area important to all of us. And here I findD a ve m possession of 
information I have gone to much trouble to keep close and that the two people I trust most 
both of whom I am absolutely datisfied wife did not tell him, are the only ones I told. 

It is for this reason alone, not mistrust, that I have been elliptical about some things. 
Although I have had to slow down much, my ottput of work of various kinds remains enormous,' 
and I am into things you may or may not have cprrectly understood. Two of these have gotten 
to the point where Bud has not agreed to file two suits for me. I am to give him what he 
needs Tuesday, when I go to town for medical reasons. I have not gotten us into the positon 
where we have a sclid case on Bay! On the other I have sent you copies of what is involved and 
„ P re sume that without my spelling it out you did not miss it. And here I have advance it 
further: it will not be the DJ responding for the Archives alone. It also will be a defendant. 

I will return to an aspect. You are no less than both right and proper about what you say 
of overlapping material and what does not originate with me. In these cases I have merely 
indicated to you the use I intend. . . .And I wish I had seen anything that renotely indicates 
make these few things available to Dave has tho slightest chance of advancing our work in any 
way.
